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Muck Fire Danger 
Greater Now Than 
‘Eyer, Says Bender 


The worst threat of muck 
fires in the Glades in the last 
ten years is shaping up >this 
month, according to Guy J. 
Bender, Chief of the Evergla- 
des Fire Control. 

“The whole world is one fire 
and I haven't got enough water 
to put it out,” Bender decla- 
ró. "We have a situation 
which hasn't existed in the 
Glades for a period of years, 
It’s similar to the conditions 
we had in 1944 and 1945." 

Bender went on to say that 
the Everglades area was runn- 
ing a 20 inch deficiency in 
rainfall and that there was a 
deficiency all over-the district 
wer his jurisdiction. 

'About two-thirds of the 
fires are man-made,” Bender 
explained as he talked about 
the number of fires in the past 
month. He said there had been 
10 or 12 in that time and some 
were still burning. 

Drought conditions are not 
as serious as they could be; 
however, the time is right and 
seffous trouble is in sight. 

Bender said if there isn't a 

F considerable amount of rain- 
fall in the near future, the far- 
mers will be in trouble. No re- 
lief is in sight until May. 

As the cold snaps occur, Ben- 
der said, and vegetation on 


is killed, the threat of fire in- 
creases, 
Lake Level Danger 

Bender said the expected 
low level of Lake Okeechobee 
and problems of irrigation re- 
sulting from the low level 
would causeincreased danger 
of fires on the muck. 

This was confirmed by a 
spokesman for the Corps of 
Engineers at Clewiston. 

A. R. Broadfoot said the pre- 
sent lake level was 12.9 which 
represents a drop of .4 feet 
since Nov, 1. The lowest level 
on record was 10.6 in 1932. 
The engineers do not expect 
present levels to reach lower; 
however estimates for the next 
seven months say the level 
‘could approach this figure. 

Precautions 

Bender outlined several rea- 
sons for the fires and stated 
that certain precautions by in- 
dividuals would greatly assist 
the Fire Control. 

Farmers and contractors 
should watch their pickers to 
make sure trash and cigarette 
butts are not discarded in the 
field. Trash should not be 
thrown on road shoulders, Not 
only is it dangerous, it is a 
violation of the law. 

Another threat to the muck 
is shrinkage due to a lack of 
water. The danger of this and 
muck blowing away because 
of a low water table will be 
greatly increased during the 
next few months. 

One factor in the critical 
condition of the muck is due 
in part to a precaution made

The 1956 agricultural con- 
servation program has been 
announced by the Palm Beach 
county Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation division 
of USDA. 

J. W. Strickland, local ASC 
county office manager, said a 
letter has been mailed to each 
farm operator in the county, 
and any operator not reveiv- 
ing one should contact the ASC 
offices in the Mounts Building, 
"West Palm Beach or local of- 
fice in the Sanders Building. 

The period for filing request 
for federal cost-share under 
this program is from now to 
January 13, 1956, Strickland 
said. 

Any farmer whó is owner, 
landlord, tenant or sharecrop- 
per is eligible to request fede- 
ral cost-share assistance for 
carrying out eligible conserva- 
tion practices. 

“As further assistance to 
farmers participating in the 
1956 agricultural conservation 
program," Strickland said, “we 
will include the CMS which 
was started the latter part of 
1955. 

"The purpose of the CMS 
plan (Conservation Material 
and Service) is to furnish mat-
